Bill Quantrell, Ruthless Raider of the 


Kansas Border, Thought Dead 


Since Civil War, Yet on Earth, 


TALKS HITH 


Victoria, B. C., Aug. 9.—Bill Quan- 


trell, leader of Quantrell's guerllas in 
the civi war who, according to his- 
tory, died of -wounds at a Kentucky ^ 
hospital, after his raiders were cut up, 
is alive and lives at Quatsino, on the 
northwest coast of Vancouver island, 
under the name of John Sharp,' ac- 
cording to a number of people who 
have conversed with him. J. E. Duffy, 
a prominent timberman, who recently 
became interested in timber land at 
Quatsino, recognized John Sharp, who 
is over seventy, wiry and gray; as 
Quantrell, Duffy having been a mem- 
ber of the Michigan troop of cavalry 
which cut up Quantrell's force. He 
stated to Duffy that he was correct 
In his recognition. 


Did Not Die, as Thought. 


Sharp said he had been left as dead 


and instead of dyin; of his wounds at 
Louisville as history recorded, had 
taken a horse, ridden many miles and 
disappeared. 
He made Ms way to 


South America, living a number of 
years in Chile, whence he went to 
Texas, where he engaged in the cattle 
business, making considerable money 
which he exhausted. Then he went 
to Orgon, where he punched cows and 
drove 
catle 
over the 
mountains. 


Then he came to British Columbia 
nearly two decades ago and engaged 
in logging at different camps of the 
northeast coast of Vancouver island, 
until ten years ago when he became 
a trapper of the northern coast. 


Six or seven, years ago h^ went to 


Quatsino, where he was made car 
carer at the West Vancouver mines. 


When J. E. Duffy landed at Quat- 


sino from the steamer Tees he met 
John Sharp on the beach at Coal 
Harbor. 
Duffy looked the old man 


over and said; 


"Is that you, Quantrell, yon old ras- 


cal rAdmitted He Was Quantrell. 


"Come into the house," said Sharp, 


and for some hours the two men 
talked, Sharp stating he was in real- 
ity Quantrell and he talked at length 
of the raids in Kansas and elsewhere. 
He was most interested in 
Duffy's 


story of the cutting up of Quantrell'a 
band and when Duffy told of how 
forty men had been killed, tears are 
said to have rolled down the old 
man's cheeks. 


The story the old man told was 


that when his band had been cut up, 
he had been bayoneted in the chest 
and had a bullet wound through the 
shoulder. 
The surgeon 
diagnosed 


that he could live no more than a 
couple of hours and he had been left 
so that others with more chance of 
recovery could be attended to. While 
they tended the others he got up and 
disappeared, despite his wounds. 


VERSION OF HIS DEATH. 


MEN OF AFFAIRS IN FORT WAYNE 


Kansas City, Aug. 9.—According to 


local history. Bill Quantrell, the guer- 
illa leader who played so important a 
part in the Missouri-Kansas border 
warfare of the early days, died in the 
Sisters hospital at Louisville, Ky 
Rev. Thomas Cobb, formerly pastor 
of the Methodist Episcopal church of 
this city, but now located in Oklaho- 
ma, knew Quantrell in Kentucky dur- 
ing the civil war. He was a cavalry 
recruiting officer and at the time 
camped with. Quantrell for two days 
and had many talks with him. 


"I was paroled In Louisville," said 


Rev. Cobb, "by Colonel Folsom. One 
day Folsom asked me If I knew Quan- 
tre'll and I told him I did. He asked 
me if I would identify him and I said 
I would if he were dead. I would not 
if he were alive. I was taken to view 
a body, but it was not that of Quan- 
trell. "But a day or two later several 
of Quantrell's men saw the dead body 
of their leader in the Sisters hospital r 
and attended his funeral in the Catho- j 
He cementery."

cessity for a transfer and in the hope 
of bettering 
the service, the 
Fort 


Wayne and Wabash Valley Traction, 
company will shortly make a trial 0* 
the system of running the Jefferson 
and the Taylor street short line cars 
to the transfer corner.

The plan is to have the Jeffer- 


son'car on a fifteen minute service 
and the Taylor street car at intervals 
of half an hour. .

Talk Over 'Elevation 


Plans. 


At a meeting today between Mayor 


W. J. Hosey, Frank P. ilandall, city 
civil engineer, E. J. Lennon, Henry 
Schwartz and Jesse Brosius, of the 
board of public works, and W. S. 
Danes, Fred M. Graham and Harry L. 
Weber, chief engineers of the Wa- 
bash. and Pennsylvania railroads and 
the Fort Wayne and Wabash Valley 
Traction company, respectively, the 
subject of clearance at Calhoun street 
and Broadway for track elevation was 
discussed at length. 


For the interurban cars the Spring- 


field and Fort Wayne 
traction line, 


which enters over Calhoun street, a 
clearance of sixteen 
feet is asked, 


while the local street cars will not 
need to exceed thirteen and a half or 
fourteen feet, and as a suggestion to 
obviate this trouble it was proposed 
that a separate tunnel be constructed 
at some point for the interurbans. 


Another suggestion that entered in- 


to the discussion was a proposal TO 
detour the cars and have them use 
the Gay street overhead bridge, but 
Mr. Weber did not give this any seri- 
ous consideration, as he said it would 
not be practicable in so far as it af- 
fects the cars from the west, as it will 
consume half an hour more getting 
to the central station and entail the 
construction of several miles of track. 


Then the question ,of an old sur- 


vey made by the company some time 
ago for a cross country route from 
the end of the Main street line to in- 
tersect the present Logansport track 
at a point west of the city and to be 
used by the Bluffton line as well, was 
brought up, but after it had been ful- 
ly explained Mr. Weber told the offi- 
cials that this would entail a greater 
expense than would be created by ths 
traction company in the payment 01 
its share of the tunnel construction 
and that was abandoned as a possible 
solution. of the clearance question. 


Mr. I ennon then suggested that it 


would be a good idea to have the rail- 
roads and the city take up the Cal- 
houn street proposition with a view 
of accommodating only the city cais 
and let the interurbans be taken care 
of later, either by means of a sep 
arate tunnel or by giving them a suf 
fident clearance at some other point.

Sprinkle with salt, cover and stand in a cool place for sev- 
eral hours. Then drain again. 
Mix sjx tablerpoonfuls of oil 


with three of vinegar or lemon juice and a. quarter teaspoonful 
of pepper. Pour over the leaves, toss well and serve.

New York State Health Of- 


ficial Attacks Propri- 


etary Remedies. 


Chautauqua, N. T., Aug. 9.—"There 


is no question that some of our canned 
goods are absolutely vile," said State 
Health Commissioner Eugene H. Por- 
ter in an address on "The Public 
Health Department and the Duty of 
the Citizen" at the Chautauqua assem- 
bly yesterday. 
"I have even found 


some" with worms in them." 
Besides scoring 
the 
condition of 


some canned products, the 
commis- 


sioner roasted the patent medicines 
without stint, asserting that many of 
tbem are merely "jag medicines" of 
the worst sort, while the makers are 
virtually 
swindlers 
and murderers. 


Many of the tuberculosis scares. Dr. 
Porter insisted, are unnecessary, as, 
there is no cause for alarm if sane 
treatment is given 
sufferers. 
Inci- 


dentally, the doctor, editor, commis- 
sioner rapped political manipulation 
of the health department, laying the 
blame for bad health conditions on 
the voters who allow such conditions 
to exist. 
"Adulteration of food 
is no cew 


thing," said Dr. Porter. "Nor Is the 
present concerted movement for its 
suppression by any means the first. 
Ancient Greece and Rome had laws 
against the adulteration of bread and 
trine. Aniline Dies Not Harmful. 


"However, some of the pure food 


agitation was unnecessary. 
Experi- 


ment has demonstrated time and again 


that the aniline dyes used in coloring 
foods are not capable of injuring any- 
one. - Far be it from me to defend the 
use of formaldehyde in food, but not 
enough of it can be used to injure 
the public health. But about these 
two substances considerable hue and 
cry was raised in public agitation, in 
spite of the fact that while they may 
offer deception they are not a menace 
to health. 
There is 
truth 
enough 


without stirring up unnecessary ex- 
citement. 
"What the effect will be of the na- 


tional pure food law which congress 
passed in response to the public de- 
mand will depend largely upon the 
sagacity with which it is enforced. 
Large powers have been delegated to 
practically one man in the matter of 
fixing standards and making regula- 
tions. 
Much power for cood or evil 


has been placed in-the hands of this 
commission. Reasonable and sensible 
regulations, enforced discreetly and 
with due regard to the spirit, if not the 
letter, ot the law. can produce results 
which the public had in mind when 
urging the necessity of legislation. The 
proof of the pudding is in the eating, 
and so also the adequacy of the food 
law will be demonstrated in its inter- 
pretation and wis? enforcement. 


Patent Medicine Frauds. 


"For the purpose of criminal identi- 


fication you can divide patent medi- 
cine men into two classes. The first 
class murder flrst and swindle after- 
wards; the second swindle first and 
murder afterwards. In many lines of 
his multifarious rascality the quack 
may salve his conscience, if, indeed, 
he "retain, any vestige of that draw- 
back to business, by hoping that, 
though he is of no help, at worst he 
Is of no harm except to his victim's 
pocket. This meager solace he can- 
not claim in tuberculosis, however. 
Here quackery takes what Is perhaps 
Its most murderous profit. 


"The consumptive who does not go 


forward goes back. 
The 'cures' con- 


taining opium, morphine, chloroform, 
alcohol, and other similar drugs are 
absolutely murderous. The sufferer is 
simply drugged, while all the time the 
disease tightens Its grip on him, and 
the golden moments.that might bring 


health are lost. 
Only those of the 


medical profession realize how quickly 
incipient tuberculosis becomes gallop- 
ing consumption under the influence 
of these drugs. 
"I know of a harmless enough patent 


medicine, consisting of 99 parts ad- 
vertising and one part ordinary spring 
water, which is exploited to cure not 
only tuberculosis but also cancer, in- 
sanity, epilepsy, 
drunkenness, dis- 


orderly conduct, and pimples. 


Poison in "Jag Medicines." 


"But many other 'jag medicines,' as 


they are called, which make a profit 
from tuoerculosis are absolutely dan- 
gerous. Let me read you some of the 
constituents of the five most widely 
advertised patent medicines: Chloro- 
form and prussic 
acid; 
chloroform 


and cannabis indica; morphine and 
chloroform; morphine and hydrc-cyna- 
nic acid; alcohol and cathartic. 


"Among other less baneful swindles 


is one containing sulphuric acid, wa- 
ter, and superheated air; another, a 
famous alliterative pill, has 
ferrns 


sulphate, starch, and sugar. This lat-; 
ter has a range" of usefulness from 
humpback to cold feet. 


"But of these quacks there is no 


end, as the bulletins which can be had 
by writing the health department at 
Albany show. The astonishing thing 
is that so mar.y of the American peo- 
ple are fooled by them. 


"There is no need to fie alarmed 


about 
the 
spread 
of tuberculosis. 


There is no danpr whatever if the 
case is properly handled. The ostra- 
cism of consumptives, as 
Texas 
is 


planning, is absurd. 


"If democratic government is to en- 


dura and to withstand a form of gov- 
ernment in which plunder and bad 
government are' the rule, the people 
must not neglect the vital duty of safe- 
guarding the public health. The peo- 
ple must see. to it that, in place of 
bosses and boodlers and small poli- 
ticians to manage these things, they 
have educated public servants who are 
faithful and aoie experts."

"New Indiana City to Be De- 


veloped on a Prodig- 


ious Scale. 


Chicago, Aug. 9.—Satisfied 
that 


Gary, Ind., will be the steel capital of 
the world, the directors of the United 
States Steel corporation have decided 
to invest an additional $45,000,000 in 
the construction of the model city and 
steel plant just across 
the Indiana 


state line from Chicago. 


Information that the directorate of 


the steel corporation had set .aside the 
amount for the purpose of developing 
Gary was received at the new city 
yesterday and caused a rapid advance 
In values and a buoyant sensation 
through the humming town. 


The $45,000,000 Is in addition to the 


original appropriation of $75,000,000, 
estimated as the necessary outlay for 
the bulHIng of the plant and for the 
formation of the city which will house 
the score of thousands of workers 
who will be employed at Gary when 
the final plans of the steel kings have 
been consummated. 


To Extend Steel Plant 


The excess appropriation Is to he 


used in widening the scope and ex- 
tent of the steel plant proper. The 
cost of the building of Gary Is Includ- 
ed in the first estimate, which was 
made when it -was proposed to trans- 
form a desert of drifting sand into the 
greatest steel manufacturing city of 
the 'continent. 


Gary was much, excited over the 


news. It Is expected that much of the 
additional fund will be used in the 
purchase of machinery, but the in- 
crease means that additional labor 
will be necessary to build the greater 
plant and set up the machinery and 
that opportunity will be given for the 
employment of a much, larger number 
of men in the works than at first was 
expected. 


Three thousand men were at work 


yesterday building Gary and 300 or 
400 mea are being added daily. The 
'work accomplished in the construc- 
tion of the plant and the city since 
the first spadeful of sand was turned 
June 16, 1906, almost surpasses the 
comprehension of those who have fol- 
lowed it. 


Broadway Almost Finished. 


The record of the fourteen months 


ihows that Broadway, the principal 


business street, has been constructed 
for a distance of three miles from, the 
Grand Calumet to the Little Calumet 
river, paved with, 
concrete for the 


greater part of the distance, lined its 
entire length with concrete sidewalks 
and bounded for two miles on each 
side with brick and concrete business 
blocks. 


A complete sewage system has 


been constructed, covering all of the 
business district 
and the residence 


area of the city and is now in use. 
A waterworks system, which, is con- 
structed on the basis of a city of 500,- 
000 inhabitants, is In service. 
The 


water now Is supplied from eight ar- 
tesian wells, which will suffice pend- 
ing the completion of a tunnel two 
miles out into Lake Michigan, follow- 
ing the general plan of the Chicago 
water system. 


Gas mains have been laid all over 


the city, and the plant will open oper- 
ations Dec. 1. The electric lighting 
plant is now in commission, and the 
power is carried through a modem 
system of underground conduits, all 
of which have been completed. 


Ready for the Officials. 


In the residence districts more than 


fifty of the superior homes are rapidly 
nearing completion, and will be ready 
for occupancy within thirty days. The 
greater part are to be the residences 
of the steel trust corporation's 
offi- 


cials. 


Orders have been given to the field 


marshals on the ground that homes 
must be in readiness for 50,000 per- 
sons by the time the steel plant be- 
gins actual operations. 
The effect 


has been to force a demand for labor 
which might appall anyone but a steel 
magnate. 


Nearly $1,000,000 will be spent in 


covering the sand 
of the residence 


lots with an excellent quality of Illi- 
nois black dirt. This work now is in 
progress, and 1,400 lots in the better 
districts will be so treated. 


Business already has opened in the 


stores which line Broadway. More 
than 8,000 inhabitants now have their 
homes in Gary, and mercantile estab- 
lishments were the first to be con- 
structed. One department store is to 
occupy a three-story building 125 feet 
square, constructed of concrete, which 
is practically competed. 
The new 


five-story hotel is under roof, and the 
two elaborate bank buildings are near- 
ing completion. 


Theater to Cost $150,000. 


Work on the construction of a $1507- 


000 theater will 
be 
commenced at 


once. Will J. Davis, who is to control 
the theater, was in Gary yeste'rday 
and gave the information that the pre- 
liminaries had been completed for Its 
construction. 


The business firms which border 


Broadway now represent twentj'-three 
states, and it is said that in walking 
one block on Broadway on pay night, 
one can hear almost every language 


spoken. 


The street car proposition is the 


serious entanglement which now con- 
fronts the town. 
The steel corpora- 


tion, has been balked In its desire to 
obtain the 'franchise for the car lines 
in its own town and fears serious de- 
lay in its completion. 


Three-cent fares furnish the hone of 


contention and the present mayor of 
the town, Thomas B. Knotts, has ar- 
rayed himself against the steel com- 
pany. 


Three weeks ago when the granting 


of the franchise was before the town 
board the steel corporation, a syndi- 
cate of Lake county, Indiana, capital- 
ists, headed by Frank Gavit, and rep- 
resentatives of the Chicago-New York 
Air Line, each applied for the conces- 
sion. 


Gavit Wins the Franchise. • 


The issue was between the corpora- 


tion and the Gavit syndicate, and the 
propositions submitted were practic- 
ally alike, save that the Gavit syndi- 
cate offered 3-cent fares after a period 
of three years. Gavit won the fran- 
chise. 


The position of the steel company, 


as stated by W. A. Norton, represen- 
tative of the corporation at Gary, is 
that they want the lines built, agree- 
ing on their part to build the system 
In six months after the franchise be- 
comes theirs. 
Mr. Norton said that 


the officials of the corporation feared 
that the Gavit franchise was secured 
for 
speculative 
purposes. 
Mayor 


Knotts and one of the trustees re- 
fused a referendum vote after a peti- 
tion had been filed in accordance with 
the Indiana state law. The steel offi- 
cials announce that mandamus pro- 
ceedings will be started against the] 
town officials, and in the hearing it is 
expected the question of the validity 
of the statute will be tested.

Battery is a Wonder. 


Every house can be equipped and 


lighted with its own individual elec- 
tric plant at. a nominal cost. Automo- 
biles may be fitted out with the bat- 
tery and a supply of chemicals car- 
ried under the seat sufficient for thou- 
sands of miles. 


The invention is in the discovery of 


new alloys to form electrodes, both 
negative and positive, and also in the 
combination of chemicals used in con- 
nection with the electrodes. The de- 
composition of the chemicals in solu- 
tion furnish the electric current in as 
large a quantity as may be desired. 
The cost of the solution will not ex- 
ceed 5 cents a cell.

ITH the passing of the old rail 
fence and the gradual substitu- 
tion of the woven wire, new 


problems of fence building have arisen 
for solution. 


The mil fence had. In the days when 


timber was plentiful and wages low. 
at least one merit, that of cheapness. 
As timber became scarcer and more 
valuable, however, the making of rails 
gradually ceased until now It is only 
In what are known as the back-woods 
districts that any new ones are made 
A good rail will, however, last a long 
time: and It will be a good many years 
before the last of them is converted 
into stovewood. 


As rails grew .scarcer and people 


became tired of rebuilding of 
the 


"worm" fences, they put up posts and 
wlrsd the rails between two of them 
or nailed them to a single one. This 
when properly done made a good fence 
for B, while.

A good stand of clover Is the best 


losslble preparation of land for a suc- 


crop of grain, and as a forage 


crop for swine It stands next to the 
treat alfalfa. 
When cut and cured 


[or hay it is very nearly the efraal of 
ilfalfa, and when run through a. cut- 
ting box and fed with corn-meal and 
rnillfeed to hogs it gives good results. 


But the distinguishing feature of a 


rail fence is Its Inherent tendency to 
change, and when the rails could no 
longer blow off or tumble down they 
would break in the middles or rot at 
the ends. Bo the eternal mending and 
patching had to go on just the sama 
except for being a little harder than 
before. 


Men naturally grew tlrad of this; 


and the old rail fence, over which the 
ground-squirrels and lizards ran. and 
in whose corners chinquapins and wild 
grapes, violets and goldenrods grew, is 
fast becoming a thing of the past. 


The scarcity of timber, too, 


made the plank fence too expensive 
and has prevented the general use ot 
the really excellent paling and wire 
combination. 
The factory furnishes 


fencing more cheaply than does the 
forest; and the new fences of today 
are made of steel wire rather than o' 
lumber. 
In going about through tha country 


however, one cannot fall to see tha 
many of the fences are disappointing 
Broken wires, sagging tops, leaning 
posts and a general air of inefflclencj 
and decay are to be seen In many 
cases. 
Other fences there are spick, 


span and substantial looking, evidently 
good for many years yat. Some fences 
are poorly constructed, and a good 
many are made of Inferior or poorly 
galvanized wire, but the most common 
causes of short life and unsatisfactory 
service are to be found in the way the 
fences ha,ve been put up. 


Some people usa too few posts, or 


use those that axe weak and unsub- 
stantial. Good posts cost money and 
are often hard to get; but there Is no 
economy in paying 50 or 60 cents a 
rod for fencing and then hanging It up 
on posts that will rot and break off 
in five or six years, or that will pull 
out of the ground in less time, or that 
are too short to begin with. 


A wire fence properly put up will 


last a long time, but It cannot be put 
up properly on poor posts, and only 
the best should be used, locust, red 
cedar or something as good. A post 
that Is too short allows the fence to 
buckle and sag from the time It is 
put up, and that Is the boginning of 
the end. 


Tha fence should be stretched as 


tightly as possible lengthwise, using 
a stretcher that has power enough to 
amount to something; and then at 
each post it should ba pulled out to Its 
full width and stapled at each wire. 


Some folks are prone to economize 


on staples and use about half enough. 
Now staples cost money, but they arts 
cheaper than fences. 
That the posts 


at the ends of the line should be set 
deep and well braced goes without 
saying: and where a post is set in a 
deep depression it should be anchored 
so that It cannot be pulled off by any 
tightening of tha wires. 


The point to be remembered is that 


tho life of a wire fence depends, first, 
on the quality of the material of which
